Preliminary arranRcments 
for the sale were made lust spriiiR, 
when the new com|Niny iK-cupieil the 
plant at Crab Orchard and iqK-ruteil, it 
lonR enouRh to manufacture a sprinR 
cnip. The Crab Orchanl distillery was 
built in 1H(S7 and was oriRinally uwneii 
by James Ix-vi &. Brother, of Cincin- 
nati. While not larRe, the distillery 
was UM«-d for the pur|Mise of innmirae- 
turiiiR a s|M‘cial brand of liquor, which 
had an extensive sale for s<'verul yearn, 
laais than 10 yearn uro the plant wa.s 
purchas..‘<i by the Kentucky Distilleries 
and Warehouse Company, and was 
latA-r 8«)ld to Julius Kessler. Neither 
the distilleries eum|iany nor .M. Kess- 
ler made any stnmR etfort to o|K-rule 
the plant, and durinR the last live 
yearn it has lieen used only la^nislicully. 
For this reason the name of its s|h>- 
cial brand has practically disap|M-ure<i 
from the. active market. At present 
the plant has a ca|iacity of 'J.'iO bushels, 
and the new ownem exjHH-t to enlarRe 
it extensively in preparation for the 
fall run. The sprinR crop was com- 
pleted about three weeks aRo and con- 
tracts are already under prej^ration 
for a Renerul overhaulinR of the distill- 
ery. The new company is capitalizi-d 
at $100, mNl and was m-Ranized for the 
pur)K>ee of buyinR the Crab Orchard 
plant. Several hiindreil barrels of 
whisky, now in the bonded warehouse 
attached to the distillery, are lieinR 
ncRotiated for by the new company, 
but the deal has not been settled. Mr. 
J. W. Jamea, of Crab Orchard, has 
I managed the diatillery for the past 10 
' or 16 yeara.
